000 had already resulted. 

Aid from adjacent towns and 
from the city of Montreal, fifty- 
five miles to the west, was being 
rushed to the scene, but the high 
wind was srattered the flames In 
all directions and the situation 
remained desperate. 

A large part of the residential sec¬ 
tion was stricken and In addition to 
the buildings already destroyed, many 
others had been damaged. 

It was feared the flames would 
reach the business section, which so 
far had suffered little damage.

, whether a bill introduced Into the 
I Legislature Is intra or ultra vires. 
Speaker Davie does not quote any au¬ 
thority In support of his contention, 
which, so far as precedent goes, deems 
J to be extremely doubtful. If there was 
I any doubt as to whether the Speaker 
was exceeding his functions the mat¬ 
ter should have been settled there and 
then In the course of a full debate and 
the responsibility for raising the point 
rested as much on the members of the 
government as on the members of the 
opposition. 

"As to the bill appropriating the un¬ 
doubted prerogatives of the Crown, 
Speaker Davie does not define what 
particular prerogative he refers to and 
Is In great danger of drawing false 
conclusions from too wide a premise. 
NO USURPING 

••In what sense," asks Mr. Hales, "can 
a bill introduced into the Leglslatur. 
whether by a private member or a 
member of the government, usurp the 
prerogatives of the Crown so long as 
it Is merely a proposal? Does Speaker 
Davie wish to suggest no private mem¬ 
ber has a right to Introduce any bill. 
Unless he intends to suggest this, the 
mere fact of introducing a bill, how¬ 
ever extraordinary Its proposals, can¬ 
not Interfere with any prerogatives of 
the Crown previous to the voting stage, 
while once It has been voted on and 
passed by a majority it certainly does 
not Interfere with any prerogatives of 
the Crown, since the will of the major¬ 
ity and the prerogatives of the Crown 
are Interchangeable terms. 

"If. in the final analysis, 8peaker 
Davie’s ruling means that In his 
opinion no private member has a right 
to Introduce any bill, clearly constitu¬ 
tional Issues of the utmost Importance 
are raised at once. He quotes no au¬ 
thority and gives no precedents for 
any such opinion. The fact is that a 
long list of precedents could be cited 
In opposition to hl» ruling dating back 
for a hundred years In the mother of 
parliaments and for generations In 
the Dominion House of Commons.’*

The first Investigation 
of the grain trade was held In 1897 and 
the latest In Saskatchewan In 1928. 

Chief Justice J. T. Brown of the 
King's Bench Division of the 8upreme 
Court of Saskatchewan, appointed to 
represent the prairie provinces at the 
coming Inquiry, was chairman of the 
1928 investigation. 

COMMONS INQUIRY IN 1897 

The grain organization w-s lnvestl- | 
gated by a special committee of the 
House of Commons In 1897 and two j 
years later a royal commlhsion was ap- i 
pointed by the federal government to i 
Investigate the marketing of grain. As 
a result of the 1899 Inquiry the Mani¬ 
toba Grain Act was passed in the fol- I 
lowing year and a warehouse commis¬ 
sioner appointed to administer the act. 

The second royal commission swung 
Into action with the Instigation of the 
Dominion government In 1906 and i 
again grain marketing was delved Into J 
and amendments to the Manitoba j 
Grain Act followed. After a lapse of 
four years, the Saskatchewan govern- 1 
ment created a royal commission to 
inquire Into country elevator oper- | 
stions and In the same year, 1910, the j 
Saskatchewan Co-operative Elevator i 
Company was organized- The co-oper¬ 
ative. however, was not formed for gov- j 
ernment ownership or operation, but 
to foster the co-operative Idea among | 
producers. 

INQUIRY IN 1914 

No definite action resulted from 
another royal commission Inquiry fost- 
ered by the Saskatchewan government ( 
in 1914. That commission studied 
grain handling and marketing. 

In 1917 the federal government i 
formed a commission to Inquire Into | 
operations of lake terminal elevators. 

In the year 1921 Investigations of 
grain trade operations were made by , 
both the Federal and Saskatchewan ! 
governments. A two-man commission \ 
investigated and reported on grain , 
marketing for the prairie administra¬ 
tion. while the Dominion authorities 
created a royal commission to peek in- J 
formation regarding grain marketing 
and handling. 

The Turgeon royal commission, which 
continued its Inquiry for a lengthy 
period, carried out the next grain In¬ 
vestigation and Its work, headed by 
Mr. Justice Turgeon, commenced In 
1923, under authority of the Dominion 
government. 

Handling of marketing of grain was 
once more subjected to searching In¬ 
quiry in 1928 by a Saskatchewan gov¬ 
ernment royal commission. Many 
changes were recommended In the Can¬ 
ada Grain Act in the report of that 
body* w 

At the sessions starting next week 
Sir Josiah Stamp and Chief Justice 
Brown will have as their companion on 
the three-man commission W. San¬ 
ford Evans. M.P.P., Winnipeg.

his masters. For years the fighting dragged on. It 
has been said that more Russians killed in the 
revolution than in the VForld \Far; and it is just 
possible that the end is not yet. 

But Gandhi has handled things differently in 
India. He has had, luckily, the advantage of dealing 
with rulers who were far more intelligent than those 
involved in these other revolutions; hut the tension 
has been quite as high, and the possibilities for pro¬ 
longed and desperate fighting have been quite as good. 

India contains more than 300,000,000 people. 
The demand for self-government is probably wide¬ 
spread; yet at the same time the retention of India 
within the empire is more important to Britain to-day 
than the retention of the American colonies was in 

1776. 

But Gandhi slicks to his doctrine of peace, and 
with a sympathetic British people it begins to look as 
if he would carry the day. The importance of this 
achievement can hardly be overestimated. In a world 
that has almost invariably used force to gain its ends, 
Gandhi has demonstrated that other means can be 
more effective. A revolution without an appeal to 
arms is. indeed, something new under the sun.

$9,346,123, a total turnover of not quite $23,- 
000,000, giving this Dominion an advantage of a 
little more than $4,000,000. • 

The figures we have quoted show that in twelve 
months a $35,000,000 business has dropped to a 
$23,000,000 business, the proportionate balance in 
this country’s favor remaining about the same. What 
has taken place is simply explained. Canada almost 
cut out her butter purchases from New Zealand and 
New Zealand is getting her automobiles from other 
countries instead of this. Hon. H. H. Stevens is 
Canada’s Minister of Trade and Commerce and he 
represents British Columbia in the Bennett govern¬ 
ment, and Vancouver is his home town. This is how 
The Vancouver Province gives voice to its lament 
over the loss of business which used to move briskly 
through the Mainland port: 

New Zealand was shipping about four million 
pounds of butter a month to Canada and Canada 
was sending an average of 050 motor cars a month, 
and a lot of tires, to the southern Dominion. To¬ 
day the trade in these two commodities is only the 
ghost of its former self. The prevailing depression 
cut It down a bit. no doubt. But tariffs put the 
real extinguisher upon it. In January, butter im¬ 
portations from New Zealand amounted to 1,796 
pounds and In February to 132.338 pounds. In 
January, Canada sent 225 motor cars to New 
Zealand, and. In February four. 

It Is very unfortunate that things have gone 
the wag they have. Trade between Canada and . 
New Zealand should be Increasing Instead of de¬ 
creasing. and. no doubt, steps will be taken, pres¬ 
ently. to put It back where It belongs. Meanwhile 
political considerations appear to have been allowed 
to prevail unduly. Canada’s tariff on butter came 
as a result of last summer’s election, and New 
Zealand's tariff on motor cars came by way of 
retaliation. The result, so far as can be seen, haa 
not been of any teal benefit to either country. 
Canada is not making her own butter. She Is Im¬ 
porting from Australia. Nor Is New Zealand mak¬ 
ing her own motor cars. 

The Province makes no mistake in saying that 
tariffs put the “real extinguisher” on this trade. They 
are not only putting the extinguisher on our business 
with the sister Dominion of New Zealand; they are 
putting it on our business with many other countries. 
That is why we are about $600,000,000 short in 
our trading for the fiscal year which ended last month. 
And if the government’s mania for higher customs 
duties shall be allowed to grow worse—the tariff is 
due for another boost during the present session of 
Parliament—Arade contraction is boilnd to continue.

To load 400,000 feet of Vancouver 
Island lumber for California ports the 
steam schooner Qulnalt made her flrso 
trip in several months to Victoria this 
morning. She arrived at 6 o’clock 
from Vancouver and at 8 o'clock dock 
workers commenced loading the ship 
alongside the Ogden Point piers. King 
Brothers, local shipping agents, hope 
to clear the ship for San Pedro this 
evening. 

The freighter Abraham Lincoln is 
expected here first thing to-morrow 
morning to discharge a parcel of gen¬ 
eral cargo from Europe. She is to-day 
at Tacoma and after completing busi¬ 
ness here will proceed to Vancouver. 

Another ship due to-morrow or Sun¬ 
day is the Loch Goil of the Royal Mall 
Steam Packet line which is now com¬ 
ing up the coast from the Panama 
Canal and California ports. The Loch 
Goil also has cargo for Victoria. She 
is coming from London and Rotterdam. 

From Halifax and St. John by way 
of the Panama Canal, the Canadian 
National freighter Canadian Importer 
docked at the Ogden Point piers at 
8 o’clock yesterday evening. After dis¬ 
charging 100 tons of cargo here for 
local and Island merchants she pro¬ 
ceeded to Vancouver at 10 o’clock and 
berthed at the mainland port at 7 
o’clock this morning.

People of moderate means obtained 
nearly everything they required on in¬ 
stalments. he said, but made absolutely 
no provision for the inevitable sickness. 
Neither the rich nor the very poor were 
troubled with hospital bills, hut it was 
the man of moderate mean* who spent 
his money on luxuries, for, paid Dr. 
Haywood “in 1929 as much money was 
spent for cigars and cigarettes as on 
hospital bills, twice as much for movies 
and four times as much for gas and 
autos. 

COSTS ARE INCREASING 

Hospital charges have not gone up in 
proportion to running expenses. Dr. 
Haywood aald. and explained the hos¬ 
pital employees were now in accordance 
with the costs of living, getting better 
salaries than In ths past, that the cost 
of linen and equipment had Increased 
and that two-thirds of hospital work 
was expensive surgery. During the last 
twenty-five years, the speaker said, the 
average stay In the hospital had been 
cut by twenty-five per cent and pa¬ 
tients returned to economic life sooner. 
Also life’s span, through advances made 
In medicine and science had been 
lengthened by twenty years. „ 

Dr. Haywood compared present-day 
hospital cost with hotel cost, pointing 
out the wider and greater service given 
in hospitals for less cost than In hotels. 
• To-day.” he said, "people want baths, 
telephones and radios In their room*, 
and to meet the ever-In creasing de¬ 
mands. hospitals must give the best, 
and this adds to the coet of service.”

“Invisible Empires” of Com¬ 
merce Hold Real Control of 
Politicians, Laski Declares 

Democracies Failing, But Dic¬ 
tatorships Worse; Business 
Men Unfit to Rule 

New York, April to.— The “In- 
visible empires” of commerce are 
the real powers behind the govern¬ 
ments of to-day, while parliaments 
have become merely “Interesting 
and attractive assemblies” for the 
self-expression of the personalities 
of their members, llurold 4. Laski, 
Professor of Political Science In 
the University of London, said In 
a discussion or parliamentary gov¬ 
ernment and dictatorship at a 
luncheon of the Foreign Policy 
Association at the Hotel Astor. 
But while Professor Laski was pes¬ 
simistic as to the ability of parliamen¬ 
tary governments- to withstand the 
“Invisible forces” controlling them, he 
saw even less hope In the replacement 
of democracy by dictatorships, which 
he said had nothing substantial to 
offer. Dr. Josef Redlich. former Min¬ 
ister of Plnance. also saw dictatorship 
as a passing phase growing out of an 
era of transition and as offering no 
hope for the solution of the pressing 
economic problems of the present.

ditions and world prices. That the ne¬ 
cessaries of life, and the necessaries 
for carrying on his business, have to 
be bought in a market of "pegged" 
prices—pegged against the farmer. 

In the latter connection, however. 
The Colonist does not use the word 
•‘pegged.” Yet who can deny that 
freight rates are ''pegged"? 

Why? 

Because the railroad must have Its 
big profit, its employee* their high sal¬ 
aries; and the banks, also, must have 
good profits. So the rate of interest 
is "pegged” at anything from eight 
( 8 ) per cent, up (not down). The 
government must have Its taxes to 
run the country and keep the Parlia¬ 
mentary machine well oiled.

An official of the bureau who for 
awhile listened to as many as 150 
stories a day from veterans who In¬ 
sisted their need for cash was urgent 
is Inclined to be somewhat cynical 
He thinks only about a third of the 
men now applying for loans are really 
; In need. 

FACE LOSS OF HOMES 

"The principal reason given for 
preference Is that the borrowers are 
about to be dispossessed of their homes 
or are back In their rent and have 
been given notice.” he says. "Often 
this is the result of unemployment, 
but not always. 

"There la also a large group which 
tells of sickness in the family, of 
badly needed operations, of wives who 
must go to the hospital and of wives 
who are about to have or have Just 
had babies. 

"There is a class of poorly dressed 
men who have gone without work 
for three or four months, now flood¬ 
ing the city, who are anxious to get 
money so that they may return home, 
realizing that they will be better off 
there than In this strange city. We 
are moving them along as fast as we 
can. Of course we also get this same 
story from men who have been here 
for years. 

"We aren’t getting the white-collar 
crowd. Thoee of that group who have 
applied for loans have been content 
to send In their applications and await 
their turns. Among them are quite 
a few who are borrowing money on 
their certificates at AVx per cent to 
liquidate loans which they have made 
from private sources at 6 per cent 
and more." 

NONE ADMIT BACHELORHOOD 

This man says that among several 
hundred applicants Interviewed he 
hasn’t found one yet who admits 
bachelorhoqjl. But quite a lot of them, 
he knows, have never been married 
And otbere who claim as many as ( 
seven starving children have never I 
known the pangs of paternity.

“A Year's Time in Which to Think Things Over, in Which 
to See Hotv Small Were the Faults of Which We Made 
So Mach, Woald Save Many a Divorce, Declares 
Dorothy Dix __ 

I DO NOT think that the new short-order divorce which la being Inaugurated 
in some of the 8tates will make for any good or do anything to solve the 
problem of how to be happy though unmarried. My idea is that Instead of 
speeding up divorce It should be made 
a long-drawn-out process that would 
give both parties time to get over their 
'•mad" at each other and to mull over 
their differences and decide whether 
they really, after all. wanted a divorce 
or not. 

If, after a year’s separation and ex¬ 
perience and calm contemplation of 
the situation they still had a yen for 
divorce, let them have It, with no 
washing of dirty linen in public, no 
necessity for scandalizing each other 
and bringing shame upon their chil¬ 
dren's name. The best reason on 
earth for a husband and wife parting 
from each other Is because they are 
miserable living together. 

No morality Is served by forcing 
a man and woman to continue a 
relationship that they loathe, and 
when a couple get to the place 
where they hate each other, where 
they bring out all that Is worst in 
each other’s natures, where they 

quarrel like cat and dog and where they look forward to each other’s death 
with eager anticipation, the only decent thing for them to do Is to sever 
all relationship with each other. 

For children to be brought up in a home in which the father and mother 
are enSmles and in an atmosphere of perpetual strife is almost as great a 
crime as if they murdered them, because they do kill in them all of the Joy 
of childhood, all of their belief in the sanctities of life. They warp their 
characters and their minds and make of them neurotics who have to pay as 
long as they live for their parents’ lack of self-control and self-discipline. 

Far better for a child to have one parent or no parents at all than for It 
to have a father and mother who fight. Far better for a child to be 
brought up In an orphan asylum than In a house whose atmosphere is 
surcharged with the deadly miasmas of hate und anger. 

There are many cases where divorce is a righteous thing, but there arc - 

far more cases in which it is Just a fool thing. A husband and wife get fed 'ri 
up with each other and decide that they no longer love one another. Or they > DC 
get bored with domesticity and get to thinking how fine it would be to be * 

free again. Or they get Jealous and imagine things. Or they have a quarrel VJUU F 
and neither one will give in. And they rush off to the divorce court while 
they are still bored or still smarting with hurt vanity or still in a furious 
temper, and they have got their decree before they have time to cool off or 
take a sober second thought. 

And to their surprise, to tlielr utter amazement and bewilderment, most 
of them find that divorce Is the most disappointing thing on earth. It Isn’t 
In the least what It was cracked up to be or what they expected It to be. 

They thought It would be some sort of a panacea for what ailed them and 
they would he perfectly happy when they got it. They thought that If 
they got a divorce nobody would ever rile them again and everything 
would be smooth and peaceful. They thought that a divorce would some¬ 
how make them young and good-looking again and lighthearted and fK?y i •'v 

and put them back Just where they were before they married. 

None of this happens. The man who was so anxious for a divorce finds 
that he misses the home that he was so eager to kick over. He misses home 
cooking and somebody to look after him. He misses his children and he finds 
that other women have their faults Just as his Marla had. Even the man 
who thinks he is in love with the other woman gets disillusioned with her. 
too, when he sees her at close range. Anyway, Marla's virtues brighten as 
they fade, and if a man had a whole year in which to let the galled places 
where double harness had rubbed him sore get well, nine times out of ten he 
would go back and gladly run his neck into the same old collar. -
